Students at Romulus High School stayed 
away from school yesterday to demonstrate 
to the board of education and school ad 
ministration just how they felt about the 
board's recent denial of a number of 
proposals presented to the board through the 
student council. 

Joel Carr, principal at Romulus High 
School said that only about 20 per cent of the 
student body was present when classes 
started yesterday morning 

A picket line was set up by placard-bearing 
students and was honored by a number of 


They demonstrate against decision 


students who. if they didn’t join the line, 
stayed away from school to wait further 
developments, Carr said 

A number of students were reporting “late” 
to classes early yesterday afternoon, ac- 
cording to Carr 

The main proposals being pushed by the 
students through the student council was for 
an “open campus’’ which would allow 
students to leave school property at their own 


discretion. Another student proposal was for 
a smoking area in the school. 

The board denied both requests at the same 
meeting, citing parent support of the closed 
campus concept and the lack of control over 
traffic in and out of the schools, and the 
responsibility of the board of education for 
student safety during school hours 

It’s not that we are just trying to keep the 
students on school property.” an ad- 


ministrator said “It's also to keep outsiders 
out of the school for the protection of 
students.” 

The board cited state law on the smoking 
request. According to law. it is illegal for 
minors to smoke As a majority of students at 
the high school are minors, the board felt it 
was required to follow that law . 

"When the law is changed, we’ll look into 
the matter again.” Diane Boger, board 


president told the student group at the Jan 7 
meeting 

At the regular Monday night meeting of the 
school board, the board also denied a request 
of the student council Cor a “closed door 
negotiating session” prior to Jan 21 

The student group expressed dissatis- 
faction with tbe board’s counter proposals to 
a number of the proposals discussed at the 
board-student panel meeting Jan 7.

While new salaries in Romulus Mayor Terry Troutt s 
budget for 1973-74 make up more than $51,000 in increases 
over the former mayor's budget (or 1973-74 . the friends of 
Troutt w ho have obtained jobs in the city hall appear to ha\ e 
absorbed the lion's share of the increases 

Five men. all of whom worked for Troutt during the 
November campaign and were hired by him since he 
assumed office Nov 12. have received salaries, totaling 
$31,615 in the new budget 

Heading the list of “new salaries” is the new Department 
ol Responsive Government head Daniel Lambert, who has 
been budgeted $7,675 for his salary in the remaining portion 
of the 1973-74 fiscal year 
I. YMBERT ASSUMED duties in November 


Edmund Bizek Sr . who w as hired two w eeks ago, will draw 
a $6,250 salary during the next six months as head of the 
newly created Department of Purchasing and Finance-a 
new section of the treasurer’s office 

Barrv Baumann, another Troutt, campaign worker was 
hired in late December as the inventory control officer in the 
Romulus Department of Public Works (DPW> with a six- 
month salary of $5,090 

Two other Troutt supporters, Robert Plank Jr and James 
Radford, are drawing $6,300 each as salaried heads of the 
new building maintenance and road maintenance divisions of 
the DPW respectively. 

TROUTT SAID that one of the two division head salaries 
could be discounted as an “increase” in the DPW, since the 
department top spot has never been filled by him

The smashed television stood in the center 
of the living room, moot testimony to a plague 
Mrs James Parker identifies as “bored 
voungsters,” 

Mrs. Parker said that her home was broken 
into last week by one or several “bored 
youngsters” who really had nothing belter to 
do than smash a $600 color television. Like a 
$25 coin collection and steal some recording 
tapes. 

“You could tell it wasn't professionals 
because they didn’t take any valuable things 
from the home, but only took a few little 
things and smashed the television.” she 
added “They weren’t interested in anything 
but vandalizing the home 

“WE'VE LIVED in the house for 21 years 
And for the first 16. we didn’t have to lock the

Mrs Parker, who has raised five children 
in the Romulus home with her husband.

and they do things like this becuase they have 
nothing better to do 

"EVERYIITIN'G has been given to them 
without any work, so they don’t value it 


We worked hard for that television, and I 

saved those Kennedy half-dollars for quite 
some time, but some youngster just comes in 
and smashes the TV and takes the coins 
Although she is bitter about the experience 
she isn t seeking vengence against those who 
might have robbed her home 

I don't think I want to see them thrown in 
jail.” she said “If they were involved in a 
kind of prank, being thrown in jail will only 
teach them how to he a criminal 

I REALLY think putting them to work 
would make them better 


Mrs Parker. 56. said she is proud of the five 

hildrcn she helped raise during her 37-year 
marriage 

I had one son who’s in California who 
worked from the time he was nine-years-old.” 
she added “He's turned into a decent young 
man 

And. I have another son who’s sold papers 
-mce the time he was 12. and has made a 
success of himself since then 

Now. things come too easy to children, and 
they resort to vandalism “ 

Mrs Parker said she learned early while 


raising her children that making a child 
responsible for his activities helps make him 
a better adult 

“Once my son was playing ball near a 
neighbor's home, and he broke a window, 
she said He came home to me. but I told him 
to go hack and to ow n up to the damage he did 
He worked to pay for the damage It* 
taught him the value of other people's 
possessions The next time he was playing 
ball. I'm sure he was more careful 

TODAY. KIDS don't know how hard it is to

Mrs Parker will attempt to teach the

McCauley defends position 
on Youngblood controversy 


State Senator John E. 
McCauley. < D-Wyandotte) 
said that he was “extremely 
gratified” that Charles N. 
S’oungblood had acceeded to 
requests from other senators 
and resigned his seat 

“As everyone knows, I voted 
in December not to expel Sen. 
Youngblood,” McCauley said. 
"My view then, as now. was 
that such a move would have 
raised serious legal questions, 
since tliere is some confusion 
as to the real powers of the 
senate as granted by the 
Michigan Constitution.” 

McCauley said that the 
alternatives that faced the 
senate, explusion or 
suspension, both were fraught 
with possible legal difficulties. 

As chairman of the Senate 
Democratic Caucus, Mc- 
Cauley worked during the 
recent legislative interim in 
an effort to solve the 
Youngblood problem. 


“I became convinced that 
the only real answer was for 
Sen. Youngblood to search his 
conscience and to come up 
with the answer that regard- 
less of any reservations he 
may have regarding his 
leaving the senate, the only 
course was to absent himself 
through the process of 


resignation." 

McCauley admitted that a 
“certain amount of dis- 
cussion” was held between 
himself and Youngblood prior 
to the resignation, but added 
that "it is more than likely 
that Charlie needed some 
guidance at this particular 
point in his career."

Sheriffs seek 
in robbery of 


One Inkster man is in 
custody and another is being 
sought following the late- 
afternoon robbery of a 
Romulus bank 
Det. Arthur Torikian of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Road 
Patrol and several federal 
agents arrested John Festus 
Bailey. 28. of 26872 Hitch St.. 
Inkster, at 12:30 p m.. Monday 
on a warrant. 

According to Torikian, 
Bailey was identified as the 
man who robbed the Romulus 
branch of the Security Bank 
and Trust Company on Wayne 
Road north of the 1-94 freeway 
of some $2,000. 

TELLERS AT the bank told 
police that Bailey and a 
companion allegedly entered 
the branch at 5 p.m., Jan 10. 
and handed the two tellers a 
note stating: “This is a hold- 
up Give us all your money in 
20s, 50s and 100s.” 

The two men then displayed 
weapons, one showing what 
appeared to be the handle of a 
gun, and the other holding 
what appeared to be a weapon 
in his pocket, a sheriff said. 

The tellers gave the robbers 
more than $2,000 and the two 
ran to a mid-1960s model 
yellow Ford with rusty fen- 
ders A third man drove the 
vehicle away from the bank, a 
sheriff added 

Torikian said he arrived at 
the scene only minutes after a 
patrol car responded to the 
armed robbery call, and 
showed the two tellers a 
number of pictures, including 
one of Bailev. 

THE DETECTIVE said both 
men are suspected of being 
involved in several other bank 
robberies in the area. 

Police still are seeking the 
identity of the third man who 
drove the get-away car. The 
court has issued a warrant for 
the arrest of Bailey’s com- 
panion. a sheriff said

Officers of the road patrol 
found Elenore W r ood, 50, and 
her husband, Clifford W r ood, 
51. dead in their Romulus 
home in the early evening of 
Jan. 9 

Officers said evidence at the 
scene indicated Mrs. Wood 
apparantly shot her husband 
with a shotgun, and then took 
her own life. 

The couple was discovered 
by a son-in-law', who hadn’t 
been able to reach either 
person for several days. 

After entering the home 
through a window, the son-in- 
law found Mrs. Wood’s body in 
the front room, and Mr. 
W r ood’s body in the bedroom. 

The W f ayne County Medical 
Examiner said that Wood, 
who was retired fire chief at 
the Willow Run Airport in Van 
Buren Township, had been 
dead for approximately 12 to 
24 hours. His wife had been 
dead for slightly less time. 

Neighbors told officers 
investigating the slayings that 
Mrs. Wood had been 
distraught for some time, and 
had threatened to shoot her 
husband, and take her own life 
in the past.

It was a quiet Saturday morning three years 
ago when Sander Levin came to open his cam- 
paign for votes in Macomb County — at an un- 
finished shopping center in Warren 
The former state senator from Berkley told the 
lone newsman who bothered to come out that 
Saturday morning that he would win in Macomb 
and the state.”

But 
his recent show' of “character strength” in 
denouncing fellow Democrats in the Senate is an 
indication the “new Levin” will seek out more 
than the hard-line Democrat. 

BY URGING HIS onetime Senate colleagues to

Kelley is right 
on busing stand 


The fate of anti-busing in Michigan now' 
rests before the United States Supreme Court 
— sandwiched between 90 pages of 
argumentive documentation compiled by 
State Attorney Gen. Frank Kelley. 

When Kelley personally delivered the 
state’s defense packet to the nation’s High 
Court, he said District Judge Stephen Roth’s 
decision ordering extensive cross-district 
busing in the metropolitan area “is erroneous 
and not supported by law...” 

And when the High Court gets around to 
weighing all the facts, we hope Kelley comes 
home the winner — and in doing so, he’ll 
accomplish a victory for the people against 
future governmental edicts which tend to 
border “Big Brother ism...” 

The Detroit cross-district busing case 
began on Aug 18, 1970. It alleged that Detroit 
area schools had been operated by the then 
Detroit Board of Education in a manner 
which violated constitutional rights of the 
plaintiffs. 

Judge Roth held that the plaintiffs’ position 
was correct, a decision which the present 
Detroit Board of Education has decided not to 
appeal further 

In granting relief in the case Judge Roth 
ordered massive cross-district busing af- 
fecting 53 school districts, covering ap- 
proximately 700 square miles in a three 
county area, and involving 780.000 school 
children with the requirement that at least 
310,000 of them be transported by bus from 
one school district toanother to achieve racial 
equalit\ 

Kelley immediately appealed this decision 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals. After a three 
judge court of appeals panel upheld Judge 
Roth’s decision, Kelley sought and obtained a 
rehearing before the full court While the full 
court also upheld Judge Roth’s ruling, three 
judges dissented, several orders were 
vacated, and the case w f as returned to Judge 
Roth for further proceedings which would 
include at least 18 affected school districts 
which had not previously had an opportunity 
to be heard. 

Follow ing that decision of Sept. 6, 1973. the 
state’s attorney general asked that the United 
States Supreme Court immediately accept 


the case for full review. That request was 
granted on Nov. 19, 1973, by the Supreme 
Court 

In his brief Kelley asked that the Supreme 
Court “reverse the opinion and judgment of 
the Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals... and hold 
that, based on the record in this cause” the^ 
defendants, including Governor Milliken, 1 
Attorney General Kelley, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Porter, State Treasurer 
Green and the Michigan State Board of 
Education, “have not committed acts 
resulting in de jure (by law) segregation.” 

Kelley further asked the Supreme Court to 
find “that a multi-school district remedy is 
constitutionally impermissible in this cause.” 

Kelley, in his brief, argues “Close scrutiny 
of the conduct of defendants Milliken, et al, 
reveals no basis for the holding that their 
conduct resulted in de jure (by law) 
segregation either within Detroit or between 
Detroit and the other 85 school districts in the 
tri-county area.” 

Kelley’s brief further states “...Unless this 
Court is to abandon the principles of racial 
equality it has enunciated from Brown ...to the 
present, and hold that majority black school 
systems are somehow intrinsically inferior to 
school systems with white majorities, it 
must conclude that a Detroit-only plan of 
desegregation satisfies constitutional 
requirements.” 

Kelley’s brief also makes the point that the 
relief ordered by Judge Roth is “sweeping, 
novel and unprecedented” and further that it 
compels “massive reassignment and trans- 
portation of pupils across school district and 
county lines solely for racial balance pur- 
poses ” 

Kelley maintains that Judge Roth’s order 
“is not based upon any unconstitutional 
violation” and that in “the absence of a 
constitutional violation, there is simply no 
basis for the judicial restructuring of scores 
of legally, politically and geographically 
independent school districts throughout the 
tri-county area...” 

.Such action is manifestly beyond the 
limits’ of federal judicial power,” Kelley 
concludes. 

And we agree and support the attorney 
general’s “peoples position. ”

GOP will get early smoke signals 


...and the right signal could elevate Ford

WASHINGTON — Five special elections to fill 
House vacancies, including tw'o in Michigan, will 
give Republican leaders in the early months of 
this year a clear indication of the extent to which 
Watergate has damaged their party. 

The tw o early Michigan ballotings will come in 
the traditionally rock ribbed Republican fifth 
and eighth congressional districts. 

If the Democrats win either seat or even come 
close, the GOP can expect heavy weather, in- 
deed, during the regular national off-year 
election this November Some pessimists 
already are muttering that the party may lose as 
many as 40 House seats In the old Congress the 
Republicans had 192 seats and the Democrats 
240. 

A REALLY WEAK Republican showing in all 
five special elections, many political analysts 
believe could seal President Nixon s fate and 
result in the elevation of Vice President Gerald 
R Ford to the White House Ford then would 
become the first Michigan resident ever to rise to 
the Presidency 

The special election in Michigan’s eighth 
district comes about through the appointment of 
Rep James Harvey, a seven term House 
veteran, to the federal bench 


The Senate on Dec 13 confirmed President 
Nixon’s nomination of Harvey to be a federal 
district judge in Michigan’s eastern district. 

Harvey does not intend to resign formally from 
his House seat and take the judicial oath of office 
until early February. He has explained that he 
needs the time to move his family hack to the 
state. 

HOWEVER, SEVERAL would-be Republican 
successors suspect that Harvey’s unusual delay

Front runner on the Democratic side is State 
Sen. J Robert Traxler who already has hired a 
professional campaign manager. 

Named as Vice President to succeed the fallen 
Spiro T Agnew, Ford made such a straight 
forward impression during his confirmation 
hearings before House and Senate committees 
and in his first few days in office that he now is 
being widely Draised as “the ideal pian to restore 
the country’s traditional sense of values.” 

Republicans in the race to succeed Ford are 
Robert VanderLaan, majority leader of the state 
senate, and Milton Zaagman. president pro tern 
of the State Senate. Their rivalry could lead to 
some intraparty bitterness. 

Other Republican hopefuls are James K. 
Miller, the Kent county prosecuting attorney, 
and Robert Boelens. a former Grand Rapids 
mayor 

Richard VanderVeen is the only announced 
Democratic candidate so far. A Grand Rapids 
attorney and former member of the state high- 
way commission, VanderVeen twice failed in 
attempts to unseat Ford.

Capital punishment 


LANSING - Rep Kirby Holmes, R-Utica, 
has cranked up his printing presses hoping 
that he can saturate the state with petitions to 
put capital punishment on this fall’s general 
election ballot 

Holmes, a first-term lawmaker, has 
acknowledged that gathering 300,000 
signatures is more difficult than he thought it 
was. 

And under a state law which limits such a 
petition drive to 180 days. Holmes says that 
it’s an almost impossible task 

HOWEVER, HE FEELS that he has an 
issue w ith enough political sex appeal that he 
can get enough signatures to put the question 
on the ballot 

The petition asks that voters be given the 
opportunity to decide whether or not there 
should be capital punishment for convicted 
first-degree murderers 


“The issue ot capital punishment is an issue 
that is discussed at the breakfast table, at the 
lunch table, at work on the job, in the bowling 
alley or wherever groups of people gather,” 
Holmes said 

BECAUSE OF THAT, he said, “there is no 
doubt, in my mind that there are the 
required number of people in Michigan 
willing to sign petitions.” 

“But the task of getting petitions to them is 
awesome,” Holmes added 

So far, lx* said he has mailed two petitions 
to every state trooper, 20 to every township 
supervisor and 4,000 to 1,000 individual 
citizeas 

IN ADDITION, HOLMES said that the 7,000 
members of the Police Officer's Association 
of Michigan < POAM » have received petitions. 

To widen the distribution. Holmes also sent 
packs of 500 personalized petitions

Debaters capture state win record 


Posting an impressive 
record for its efforts the 
Belleville High School debate 
team has captured the record 
among high schools in the 
state in consecutive tour- 
nament wins. 

The record - a first place in 
one tournament and a tie in 
another with results still 
pending in a third competition 
* was the results of a group 
effort, which began in early 
August. 

The combination of the 
talents of its student debaters 
and coach David White, a 
former national champion in 
college debating, produced 
one of the "most successful 
teams in Michigan’s history.” 

"This is the best team I have 
ever coached and one of the 
best I have ever seen.” White 


said it is a joy to work with 
students who say yes to a 
commitment.” 

The debate resolution the 
students used in their 
triumphs was ‘Resolve: 
"That the Federal Govern- 
ment Should Provide a 
Program to Employ All 
Employable U.S. Citizens 
Living in Proverty.” 

The debaters competed in 
three week-day leagues, 
posting a 23-1 first place 
record at one league and tied 
for first at another with the 
third league's results still 
pending. The debate team also 
competes in Saturday tour- 
naments. 

For the group, f a typical 
Saturday tournament includes 
40 to 80 schools from t he ent ire 


state of Michigan and winning 
just one tournament is often 
the highlight of a season. 
However, the Belleville team 
has surpassed the usual, 
winning their last six con- 
secutive tournaments. 

The team is now preparing 
for the elemination com- 
petition in the state cham- 
pionship. A novice team, it 
already has qualified for the 
novice version of the state 
semi-finals. 

The debaters think their 
chances are good, and White 


sums up the prevailing feeling 
fairly well, with "I hate to 
lose." 


The winter walk to the bus 
stop is still as cold as ever, but 
with the loss of an hour last 
week, it's a bit darker than 
usual for students. 

The assistant superin 
tendent in the Huron School 
District. Lee Goodney. has 
caut mned motorists to keep an 
eye out for the youngsters, 
who because of the dark or a 
lack of time may take to their 
morning walk with less 
alertness. 

According to Goodney.

about the youngsters' pre- 
daylight stroll, and are 
seeking a solution to what 
might bean unintentional, but 
preventable accident. 

BIS DRIVERS FOR the 
school district have pointed 
out that pupils, who are not at 
their bus stop at the appointed 
time, could very well be 
passed up simply because 
they are not visible to the 
driver at distance from the 
slop 

"Let it be emphasized that 
parents must take the 
responsibility of having their 
youngsters ready and waiting 
for the bus drivers when the 
bus appears,” Goodney said. 

"The situation becomes 
more critical to motorists and 


bus drivers when youngsters 
push forward to get to the bus 
One slip on the part of the 
youngster or a short skid of 
the bus or motorist's car could 
result in unintentional-but 
preventable diaster.' he 
added 

The school official said 
another important factor of 
the winter weather is the 
necessity of bus drivers to 
devote all of their skills to 
driving Goodney suggested 
that parents caution their 
children not to distract the 
drivers with behaviorial 
problems on the bus. 

THIS IS always true, 
Goodney said, but more so 
during these weeks of snow, 
ice. rain and darkness 


It is just a matter of being 
a little extra cautious and a 
little more mindful of the fact 
tlat somewhere beyond the 
reach of the head lights could 


be somebody's son or 
daughter walking or standing 
on or near the roadway,” 
Goodney said "Everyone, 
please be careful.”

New law voids $2 fee 
on some car changes 


Michigan drivers will no 
longer be forced to pay the 
state a $2 transfer fee when 
obtaining a car from another 
member of the family. 

Gov. William Milliken has 
signed a bill into law spon- 
sored by Sen. William Faust 
iD-Westland). which allows a 
car owner to transfer 
registration plates to a 
member of his or her im- 
mediate family without 
paying the fee 
"Under present law, a 
single family is forced to pay 


twice for ownership transfer 
of registration plates if a car 
passes from one member of a 
family to another.” Faust 
said "I don’t think it’s fair for 
the state to penalize families 
in this way. 

"A motorist who sells his 
car to a family member is 
already exempted from the 
state use tax. This new act will 
make the law more consistant 
by providing a similar 
exemption from registration 
fees.” he added.

Michigan’s traffic deathtoll 
for 1973 was 2,212, the fifth 
worse annual loss on record, 
according the the State Police 
traffic division’s provisional 
figures. 

The total is 46 per cent less 
than the 2.258 deaths occuring 
in 1972. 

The count ranks behind 
figures for 1969. 1968 and 1966 
respectively. 

It was the tenth year in a 
row and the thirteenth time 
that Michigan traffic deaths 
exceeded the 2.000 mark for 
the year. 

The 1973 total included 13 
deaths occurring during the 
Christmas weekend and 19 
deaths during the New Year’s 
weekend 

December deaths numbered 
133. about 22 per cent less than 
during the same time period in 
1972.

programs, such as food and 
nursing homes inspections, 
control of venereal disease 
and Project PRESCAD and 
other programs for protection 
of school children. 

Arrowsmith added that the 
board of health has passed a 
resolution, declaring that 
“penalties for infractions of 
air pollution requirements 
should be similar throughout 
the State of Michigan." 

The resolution urges the 
State Legislature to increase 
the court fines imposed on air 
polluters in Wayne County 
from $100 per day to $10,000 
per day 

•IT IS IRONIC that only in 
Wayne County, which has the 
heaviest concentration of 
industry' and therefore the 
biggest problem, the 
maximum fine is only $100." 
Arrowsmith said. 

“In all 82 other counties in 
Michigan, a violator may be 
fined $10,000," he added. 
“Some firms consider the $100 
fine to be a cost of doing 
business because it is less 
expensive than the equipment 
needed to comply with the 
regulations that we have 
enacted " 

The commissioner also has 
asked for flexibility with in- 
dustry "where necessary." 

He said that the health 
board, in response to the 
energy crisis, recently ap- 
proved a one-year 
moratorium on regulations 
governing the sulfur content of 
coal so that suppliers could 
meet emergency demands for 
heating fuels. 

Waste disposal in Sumpter 
Township is another major 
concern. according to Com- 
missioner Arrowsmith. who 
said preliminary studies 
undertaken last summer 
suggest that the present 
system is inadequate. 

IF THE FINAL report 
supports early suspicions, he 
said he will urge immediate 
corrective action from both 
the board of health and the 
hoard of commissioners. 

He also has high praise for 
John Stock, acting director of 
the Health department, and 
for all department heads. 

“We have some very ex- 
cellent health officials who are 
working very hard to assure 
the well-being of our com- 
munities." he said. 

Arrowsmith was elected to 
his first two-year term on the 
Board of Commissioners in 
November. 1972. one of three 
Republicans on the board. 

HE IS \ graduate of Wayne 

Memorial High School and 
Eastern Michigan University, 
w here he earned a Bachelor of 
Science Degree and teaching 
certificate in 1969. 

Arrowsmith was appointed 
to the Board of Health by his 
26 colleagues on the Board of 
Commissioners, and will 
serve a five-year term.

No coach wants to suspend a player. When he does he 
realizes there is no alternative. And the suspension also is an 
admission by the coach that he has failed in some way or 
other to communicate with the player. 

But, when one player • no 
matter how good he is - feels 
he is above reproach, above 
the team and school and coach 
and refuses to heed warnings, 
then there is no other alter- 
native but to ask the player to 
hand in his uniform. 

That difficult decision had to 
be made by Belleville High 
head basketball Coach Tom 
Niemi this week He 
suspended then booted off 
three of his veteran players. 

The three - Willie Currie, 
Charlie Brown and Walter 
Easley were suspended 
because "of disciplinary 
reasons.” With these three

Niemi had a difficult time winning - the Tigers are 2-5 on the

In this light one can understand how difficult it was for 
Niemi, who is in his first year as the Belleville head coach, to 
make the decision. 

"I had to do it.” said Niemi. discussing some of the events 
that led up to the suspension. “I can close my eyes to a lot of 
things, but there are some things I can’t tolerate - no coach 
can tolerate - and these kids violated that boundary. 



The 31-year-old former Livonia Franklin assistant cage 
coach said he believed he would have been delinquent in his 
job if he had not suspended the players. One of the players 
made an obscene gesture during the Belleville-Livonia 
Bentley game last Friday.

"I felt that we had about solved our problems when, just 
before the Christmas holiday we beat Plymouth Salem.

"I am going to build a basketball program at Belleville if 
it’s the last thing I do,” vowed Niemi. “and I’m going to need
